No ambulance is available in the 
District, but one can be obtained at any time from the 
Borough of Swindon. 


Clinic and Treatment Centres. 


There are none of these in the District, but Clinics 
for Maternity, Child Welfare, Tuberculosis, Orthopaedics 
and Venermal Disease are provided by the County Council at 
Swindon. The services of a Consultant in ante-natal and 
maternity cases are avilable, when required, at the 
patients own homes. 


Nursing Arrangements 


No arrangements exist for the provision of general 
nursing or for the nursing of Infectious Disease in the 
area, other than that provided by the District Nurses. 


Midwives 


There are none employed or subsidised by the Local 
Authority. There are 8 practising Midwives in the District. 
Six of them are employed by District Nursing Associations, 
all of which are subsidised by the County Council. 


There is no District Nurse at present resident in 
Wootton Bassett. This I consider to be necessary, and it 
is to be regretted that this township cannot or will not 
support a District Nursing Association. 


Laboratory work 
Pathological and bacteriological examinations are carried 


out at the Greville Laboratory, the General Infirmary, 
Salisbury, the cost being defrayed by the County Council. 
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Prevalence of Infectious and other Diseases 


The number of reported cases has again been small, 
4 cases only of Scarlatina and 4 of Diphtheria being 
notified. There were 22 reported cases of Pneumonia, 
and 3 of Puerperal Pyrexia.

Curtailment of the public supplies at Wootton Bassett and 
Purton was necessary from June 15th to December 17th in 
Wootton Bassett, and from the latter end of August to early 
part of September in Purton. The supplementary supplies at 
these places were again made use of. No shortage was reported 
from other parts of the district. The quality of the public 
supplies has, on the whole, remained satisfactory. 


Work has gone steadily forward throughout the year on the 


Comprehensive Water Scheme, and the supply should become 
available about September of this year. 
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Rivers and Streams 


No complaints were receives as to pollution of rivers 
‘and streams during the year. 


Drainage and Sewerage 


The existing works at Cricklade, Purton and Wootton 
Bassett are in good condition and working satisfactorily. 


Public Cleansing 


This has been carried out by direct labour from the 
commencement of the year, and has proved highly satisfactory 
in every respect. No complaints have been received from 
any part of the District, except for the presence of rats 
at the tip at Purton. Measures were at once taken to deal 
with this nuisance. 


Housing 


Details of work carried out under this heading are 
appended in your Sanitary Inspector's report. 


Milk 


Your Sanitary Inspectors have carried out 217 inspections 
during the year. There is no doubt a great improvement in 
the condition of the cowsheds and milking arrangements 
generally. 


Meat 


There are 7 registered and 10 licensed Slaughterhouses, 
and 2 Knackers yards, in -the District. 


792 inspections were carried out under the Meat 
Regulations, and 4 tons 12 cwts. of meat were found unfit 
for human consumption, and condemned. Your Sanitary 
Inspector's report records the details of these.

Of the houses where the water was found to be unfit 
for drinking purposes, only one was on the line of water 
Main. 


It will be noticed that a number of samples taken 
from Public Supplies are shown under the heeding "unfit 
for drinking purposes", but although placed under this 
heeding, the pollution was not serious. A chlorination 
plant was installed at Cricklade, and the water was 
chlorinated at the source, but slight contamination was 
again caused when the water passed through the sand filters. 
The filters were treated with Chloros. 


The one unsuitable sample taken at Patney was analysed 
before this supply was brought into use. Chlorination was 
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introduced, and the succeeding samples showed the water 
to be practically sterile. This supply is only used to 
augment the supply to Wootton Bassett during the summer. 


The sample taken at The Peak, Purton, was analysed in 
October, and as succeeding samples are showing the water 
to be suitable for drinking purposes and also that this 
source will be abandoned when the Comprehensive Water 
Scheme is brought into use, no action is needed. 


The Thornhill supply is only a small scheme providing 
water for 15 houses. The well has been rendered with 
"Pudlo" cement on the interior faces of the walls, so as 
to make the walls impervious, and the walls have been 
built up above ground level, battered off with concrete 
and a new cover fixed. 


The Broad Town well had to be used for augmenting the 
water supply from June to November. All water taken from 
this well was chlorinated, the analyses showing the water 
to be nearly sterile. 


The yields from the sources at Purton and Wootton 
Bassett were insufficient during a part of the year, and 
the insufficiency was made up by water pumped from the 
G.W.R. main at Purton and the United Dairies main at 
Wootton Bassett. 


It was found necessary to curtail the supplies, and at 
Wootton Bassett from June 15th to August /7th, a 14 hours 
per day supply was given, and from August 8th to October 
14th, an 8 hours supply. From October 15th the supply was 
increased to 14 hours daily, curtailment being discontinued 
on December 17th. The water supply at Purton was curtailed 
on August 15th for a period of six weeks, but the curtail- 
ment was for a part of the parish only, the water being 
turned off from 9 p.m. to 6 a.m. 


There was no shortage of water at the sources supplying 
Ashton Keynes, Cricklade and Thornhill. 


Samples for bacteriological analysis have been taken 
fairly frequently from the Cricklade supply, and from 
July regular sampling at least monthly was carried out at 
Cricklade, and quarterly at all other public water supplies.

The No. of cases of infectious disease which have been 
notified is remarkably low. The total cases notified in 
1937 was the lowest since 1913, and the total this year 
is even lower. (Figures are not available for the years 
previous to 1913). 


Drainage and Sewerage 

The more thickly populated parts of the parishes of 
Cricklade, YYootton Bassett, and Purton are served by 
sewers. All the houses within the statutory distance of 
a sewer at Wootton Bassett have water closets, and nearly 
all the houses in the parishes of Cricklade and Purton 
which are within such distance also have water closets. 
The remainder of the district has pail closets serving the 
houses, excepting the larger residences, which have water 


closets and are drained to cesspits, septic tanks or small 
filter beds. 


All the sewers have been working satisfactorily, and 
I have received no complaints regarding the efficiency of 
the sewage works at Cricklade, Purton and Wootton Bassett.

Public Cleansing 

On January end the work of scavenging by Contract was 
discontinued and refuse collection was carried out by 
direct labour, anew "Dennis" 7 cub. yard refuse lorry 
having been purchased for the purpose. I am very satisfied 
with the manner in which the work has been carried out 
throughout the year, as previously cust and paper were 
being blown about from the Contractor's open lorry, and 
complaints were being made of non-collection of refuse, 
Whilst during this year no complaints were received of 
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refuse not being collected, and owing to the proper type 
of lorry being used, dust and paper were prevented from 
being blown about.

Scavenging and Refuse Disposal 

~ Refuse i8 collected from the more thickly populated 
parts of Ashton Keynes, Cricklade and Wootton Bassett once 
per week, and from the remaining parts of the District 
there is a collection of tins, bottles, etc. once every 
two months. 


Refuse is deposited at four tips, situated in the 
parishes of Ashton Keynes, Cricklede, Purton and Wootton 
Bassett, a modified system of "controlled tipping" being 
carried cut at the first three parishes, and the only 
complaint received during the year was about rats infesting 
the Purton tip. The tips at Cricklade, Purton and Wootton 
Bassett are regularly treated with a "tip dressing".

Shops Acts. 


There are ile shops in the district, in the majority 
of wnich no assistants are employed. Most shops are 
heated by means of oil heaters. 


Camping Sites 

There are no camping sites in the district. Two 
applications for licences for camping sites were received 
during the vear, but upon being informed that certain 
conditions would have to be complied with before such 
licences would be granted, the applicants proceeded no 
further in the matter. 


Smoke Abatement 

Complaints were received about the emission of smoke 
from an engine at a sawmills. The trouble was caused by 
excessive use of wood shavings as fuel, and it was necessary 
to serve a Statutory Notice before the nuisance could be 
stopped.

Swimming Baths and Pools 

There are no sWinming baths in the district, but 
a gravel pit situated at Latton is used as a swimming pool. 
A sample of the water in this pool was submitted for 
enalysis and was passed as suitable and safe for bathing. 


Disinfestation 

One house was found to be infested by bugs and one 
house infested by fleas. The house infested by bugs was 
a Council house, and disinfestation was carried out by 
means of Lawes Block Disinfestators and also spraying with 
"Kilgercide". Thorough spraying with "Kilgercide!" was the 
means employed in freeing the house of fleas.

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Rats & Mice Destruction Act 

The usual gratuitous issue of rat beits was again made 
during Rat Week and until the supply was exhausted. Posters 
were exhibited throughout the district, calling the inhabi- 
tants attention to the damage caused by rats, and informing 
them of the free supply of baits. The number of persons 
who applied for an issue of baits was rather diseppointing. 
Although baits were laia frequently at the rubbish tips at 
Purton and Wootton Bassett, a complaint was made regarding 
the number of rats at the Purton tip at one period during 
the year. It was, therefore, decided to employ a rat 
catcher from October, for a period of one year, at a fee 
of £12, to deal with the rats at the Ashton Keynes, Purton, 
end Wootton Bassett tips, and also the Wootton Bassett 
Sewage ‘orks which adjoins the tip. His first baiting was 
satisfactory, in fact it was highly successhl at the Purton 
tip, and considering the time taken by a workman, the cost 
of baits, and comparison in results, I am of opinion that 
his employment means a saving of money to the Council. 
It is very rare that a rat is seen at the Cricklade refuse 
tip.
